r Pitt continues very indifpofed ; and it is faid the 
Bath waters are recommended to him: 

Mr Stewart, lately taken into cuftody on a warrant 
from the Duke of Portland, was lately High Sheriff of 
the County of Armagh, in Ireland, and is poficfied of 
a confiderable fortune. 

We underftand. that a plan has been hit upon, and 
is now under ~confideration, whereby all property may 
be taxed according to its value. 

Friday, 4 Council was held to receive the Recorder’s 
report of Adamfon, Wilkinfon, and Reeves, convicted 
of forgery—the deliberations lafted above two hours and 
a half, great intereft having been made for Adamfon 
and Wilkinfon.

In a Sunday paper of yefterday, there is a vety pro- 
minent account of the execution of Mr O’Coigley on 
Peonenden Heath, near Maidftone, on Saturday, de- 
fcribing the firmnefs and bravery with which he met 
his fate. It fo happens however, that Mr O’Coigley 
is alive, and it is not even known when he may'meet 
his fate, he Laving been refpited during pleafure. It is 
reported that he has effered to make fome important 
confeffions to Government. 

The Lord Mayor has given orders that no prefs- 
gangs fhall take any perfons in the city ‘until pat 10 
o’clock at night, and then to take fuch as appear dif- 
orderly, or who‘ cannot give a fatisfactory account of 
themfelves.

Nearly an hour was fpent in en- 
deavouring to bring: about a reconciliation before the 
duel commenced. After the fecond fire, the feconds 
infifted that the affair fhould terminate; and, after a 
long confultation between the feconds (during which 
time the two conibatants were left in converfation toge- 
ther) the account which has appeared in the different 
papers was drawo up. Mr Pitt and Mr Tiersey thook 
hands before they left the ground. Mr T. fent a note 
to the Minifter on Friday, as foon as he left the Houfe 
of Commons. The time and place of meeting was ap- 
pointed by Mr Pitt. a 

Colonel Tarleton was the gentleman firft applied to 
by Mr Tierney to be his fecond, but he declined it, as 
not chufing to be engaged infuch a bufinefs. Mr Steele 
was alfo fent for by- Pitt, to be his f{econd, but he 
was out of town. 

The Triton, Ofborne, from Savannah to Martinique,

Monday the attention of Sir Richard Strachan was 
withdrawn from the bombardment of Havre by a dif- 
patch from St Marcou, announcing that the flotilla col- 
lefted at La Hogue for the attack of thole iflands had 
rendezvoufed between ‘Tathou and the Main, and after- 
wards proceeded full of men round Cape Barfeur, for 
the purpofe, as was fuppofed, of attacking Guernfey, 
Jerfey, or Alderney. Sir Richard immediately purfu- 
ed, and compelled them to take fhelter in Cherbourg. 
Atthe fame period the camp which had been formed 
between La ‘Hogue and St Var was broken up, and 
the troops marched towards Cherbourg. Twelve flats, 
part of La Hogue flotilla, had returned to Ifigny ri- 
ver. 

This mavement has iaduced much conjelure. It is 
highly probable that the whole is a feint to deceive the 
vigilant and gallant defenders of St Marcou. 

On Monday evening laft a beautiful young woman, 
about 20 years of age, elegantly drefled, was feen go- 
ing to Vauxhall, accompanied by an officer much older 
than herfelf.

Her drefs was a 
white muflin gown, a gypley hat, and a fathionable wig, 
-and the body, when taken out, felt quite warm, and 
might have been probably reftored to life, if medical af- 
fiftance had been given. It was at firft removed to the 
Black Prince, and it was afterwards thought expedient 
to remove itto thé bone-houfe near Lambeth Church, 
where dn inqueft was held on it on Thurfday, at three 
o’clock. Upon this occafion one of the two furviving 
fitters of the deceafed, fwore her name was Harries 
Benfon, and that-they lived in John-{treet, Tottenham- 
court-road ; that they were at Vauxhall on Monday 
night, where they were prevailed on to drink fo much, 
that they became intoxicated, and miffed each other in 
leaving the place.

After a fingle difcharge, the rebels attempted to 

fly—but no paflage was left open—a troop of dragoons 

already in the rear had poffeflion of every avenue to the 

ftreet, and a dreadful fire of mufketry kept up in front 

foon devoced the wretched victims to defpair and death. 

—A few were fo happy as to efcape by forcing a paf- 

fage through the houfes, but many of them were over- 

taken and hanged the following day; and fo {trig a 

fearch is.making for the remainder, that it is thought 

not one of the perfons concerned in the attempt can ef- 

cape the hand of jultice. 

The number of infurgents killed at Carlow and the 
vicinity is confiderable. The returg from perfons in 
office in that town, ftates that 630°hd¥e fallen, exclu- 
five of thofe that have been killed in various parts of the 
county. ‘The whole number, we are informed is not 
lefs than 2000. \ 

An additional number of ordnance, moltly of the bat- 
tering kind, have been drawn to the military poft at the 
Pigeon-houfe. Mortars of a large calibre, have alfo 
been fent thither. 

Books have been opened at the houfe of the Right 
Hon. Davin Latovucue and Co. for making provi- 
fion for the wives and children of fuch as have fallen, 
or may fall in the prefent conteft. 

It is penerally underftood here, that the prefent dif- 
turbances have been fet.on foot by the Catholics to 
endeavour to poffefs themfelves of the Government ; 
in confequence of which.-it.is thought part of their in- 
dulgences will be taken away.—They have long been 
crying out for emancipation and reform, in which many 
Proteftants alfo joined them, but their:pretext is now 
feen through. Government is now ftronger than ever.

The balls he received when apprehended have not yet 
been extracted ; but he ‘is not dangeroufly ill. 

Forty of the perfons who were apprehended, have 
received indiétments to ftand trial in Dublin on 11th 
inft.
